City, was designed to. prevent 
United States District Attorney 


Porvine from using a record of 
Murdock's examination by the In- 
ternal Revenue agents in the 
prosecution. The use of this rec- 
ord against Murdock, Bandy ar- 
gued, would be a violation of Mur- 
dock’s constitutional rights in that 
it would force him to give evidence 
against himself. 


Raling to Decide Verdict. 


“Should Judge FitzHenry rule 
that the record of Murdock’s ex- 
amination by the Government 
agents can be used in the prosecu- 
tion,” Bandy said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter over the telephone 
today, “‘“Murdock probably will be 
convicted, but we will appeal to 
the higher courts on the ground 
that his constitutional rights were 
violated. Should Judge FitzHenry 
rule in our favor, and I think he 
will, Murdock will be acquitted, 
because the only evidence against 
him is the record of his owp 
statements, made under protest.” 

This record was brought into the 
open when filed by Bandy in sup- 
port of his motion, to prove his 
point that the District Attorney is 
endeavoring to have Murdock give 
evidence against himself. On the 
other hand the District Attorney 
points to the statutes governing in- 
come tax matters, which empower 
Government agents to demand in- 
formation on income and the 
names and addresses of recipients 
of payments. 

Murdock was cxamined at a se- 
cret hearing at Edwardsville last 
January. On that occasion he was 
represented by George H. Moore of 
St. Louis, former Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue. The examiner was 
John R. Kirk of the Springfield 
office, represented by Dwight H. 
Green, a special attorney of the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue. 

Operates 125 Slot Machines. 

Murdock gave his age as 47, his 
residence, Nameoki, Ill, and his 
business as real estate operator. 
He refused to answer when asked 
if real estate was his only busi- 
nes. He admitted having in opera- 
tion 125 gambling slot machines in 
places in Madison County in 1927- 
28. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
Murdock paid tax on an income of 
$40,000 in 1927 and on $60,000 in 
1928. The indictment ¢isclosed 
that he failed to pay a tax on $24,- 
000 in disbursements to persons in 
those years. Throughout the ex- 
amination Murdock concealed the 
identity of these recipients.

Mooney cited figures by which he 
came to his ccnclusion: 
“The total assessed value of the 
property composing the district, on 
the Assessor’s books at Clayton, is

county. The state and county 
taxes amount to 94 cents cn the 
$100 valuation, or a total for the 
district of $28,459.40. | 
“Most of the property in the dis- 
trict is in the Hancock School Dis-} 
trict, which has a tax rate of $1.65. 
The Bayless District, in which some 
of the property is located, has a 
$1.20 school tax rate, and the St. 
Jchn District, a corner of which is 
included in the sewer district boun- 
daries, pays an 80-cent school tax. 
Computing the amount of school 
taxes paid by the whole district, 
even on the Bayless School District

St. -Louis, Maplewood and 
County to Provide Broad 
Traffic Artery.

Steps ‘have been taken by St. 
Louis, Maplewood and St. Louis 
County to provide a broad artery 
for traffic for a distance of about 
&@ mile, between the new Arsenal 
street viaduct and Big Bend boule- 
vard, This will provide a badly 
needed connection: between _ Ar- 
senal and Big Bend, where auto- 
| mobiles are slowed by narrow or 
rough streets, and wil) facilitate 
the heavy travel to and from Web- 
ster Groves and other suburbs. 

For 3100 feet, from Big Bend 
to Marshall avenue, the route will 
follow Greenwood boulevard, ad- 
jacent to the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road. For 1100 feet, from the in- 
tersection of Marshall and Green- 
wood to Ellendale avenue, it will 
follow Canterbury avenue, From 
Ellendale and Canterbury to the 
Arsenal viaduct it will utihze the 
proposed extension of McCausland 
avenue. 

The dividing line between St. 
Louis and Maplewood crosses Can- 
terbury about 800 feet west of EIl- 
lendale and 300 feet east of Green- 
wood. The short portion of Can- 
terbury in Maplewood is to be 
called Greenwood hereafter and a 
Similar change of name may be 
made in the city. 

A condemnation suit was filed 
in Circuit Court on Tuedsay by St. 
Louis to widen its portiun of Can- 
terbury from 50 to 80 feet by tak- 
ing 30 feet from the south side at 
an estimated cost for the prop- 
erty of $5624. 

One Piece to Be Obtained. 

Maplewood has arranged to 
make direct purchase of all but 
one piece of property on a similar 
30-foot strip on the south side of 
Canterbury in its territory. Nego- 
tiations are under way for the last 
piece, a filling station at the cor- 
ner of Greenwood. City Engineer 
Mueller said it was expected this 
could be bought but, if . not, it 
would be condemned. Cost of the 
land needed in Maplewood is esti- 
mated at $13,500. 

Instead of a 26-foot roadway, 
Canterbury is to have a  66-foot 
roadway on both sides of the line. 
Smooth paving will be substituted 
for the present macadam. 

Greenwood now has a roadway 
varying from 23 to $3 feet in 
width, paved with concrete about 
10 years ago with money from the 
county’s 1916 road bond issue. 
There is a 50-foot right-of-way, 
and it is not planned to obtain 
more land there, but to make a 46- 
foot roadway, with a rour-foot side- 
walk on the east side. City offi- 
cials say property Owtiers can have 
a wider walk, if they wish, by con- 
tributing space. A walk is not 
needed on the west side, adjoin- 
ing the railroad. 

Funds From Bond Issue. 

Varying widths of six to 10 feet 
will be taken from both sides of 
Greenwood to widen the roadway. 
Paving of Greenwood and Maple- 
wood’s portion of Canterbury, it is 
estimated, will cost $35,000. This 
and the cost of right-of-way in 
Maplewood, a total of $48,500, will 
come from the 1928 county road 
bond issue. It will be some time 
before St. Louis can be ready to 
pave its end. 

Maplewood and county officials 
plan to award a contract for the 
work shortly and have it finished 
by winter. 

The Missouri Pacific's Maple- 
wood station, a large frame struc- 


bodily across the double track and 
now fronts on Arbor avenue _ in- 
stead of Greenwood. It would 
have been in the way of the wid- 
ening. The railroad plans to en- 
large and improve the _ station, 
since it is now stopping through 
passenger trains there. 

St. Louis has a plan pending to 
extend McCausland avenue from 
Manchester .avenue to Leamington 
avenue, by way of the west end 
of the Arsenal street viaduct. Un- 
til this is done, traffic between Ar- 
senal and Greenwood must use a 
short, narrow stretch of Ellendale. 


W..C, FORBES, BOSTON. NAMED

was sentenced to death in the’ 
electric chair, but this was com- | 
muted to life imprisonment, and. 
his model behavior won him the’

RUINS OF ANCIENT CITY 
DISCOVERED IN ARIZONA 


Area Is Six Miles. Square — 
Traces of Masonry and - 
Beaten Roads. 


By the fated Press. 

PHORNIX, Ariz, June 13.—W, 
J. a, Federal land inspector, 
announced today he had discov- - 
ered an ancient city in Southweat- 
ern Arizona, thought by the In- 
dians to be one of the fabled 
“Seven Cities of Cibola.” 

Hanna stumbled upon the ruins 
while roaming through a desert 
near the Mohawk Mountains 50 
miles south of Palomas. 

The ruins, nearly leveled, are 
covered by shifting sand dunes 
over an area six miles square, he 
said. Traces of masonry and hard 
beaten thoroughfares appear. 
Grinding stones and pesties and 
broken pieces of pottery are scat- 
tered about. A pre-historic water 
course is evident and the remaing 
of an elaborate irrigation system 
criss-cross it. 

Legend says the “Seven Cities of 
Cibola” were built of gold. A 
Spanish priest, Father Nisi, told 
of camping on a cliff and watching 
the inhabitants dine from plates of 
gold. Others sought the cities, 
among them Coronado, the ex- 
plorer, but in vain, . 

Hanna plans to revisit the ruing 
next fall and make excavations.

Lobby Committee Votes 4 
to 1 Not to Question 
Methodist Further on 
1928 Campaign Fund. 


RECORD TO BE 
CERTIFIED TO SENATE 


One Member Can ‘Move 


for Contempt Proceedings 
but This Would Mean 
Bitter Fight.

WASHINGTON, June 13. ~— Bishop 
James Cannon won on a technical 
knockout yesteraay, when the Sen- 
ate Lobby Committee threw up the 
sponge, signifying its- unwillingness 
to continue. It was a remarkable 
anti-climax to a remarkable con- 
test. 

The militant Methodist church- 
man, who last week gefied the com- 
mittee by refusing to answer ques- 
tions about his disposition of anti- 
Smith campaign funds in 1928, and 
who capped his defiance by walk- 
ing out in the middle of the hear- 
ing, was absolved of contempt by a 
committee vote of four to one and 
in all likelihood will. be permitted 
to depart without further examin- 
ation. 

The committees final decision 
was reached late yesterday after- 
noon, after a stormy two-hour ses- 
sion behind closed doors. Senator 
John J. Blaine, wet Wisconsin Pro- 
gressive, was the lone member who 
voted for ordering Cannon to an- 
swer the questions on pain of pros- 
ecution for contempt. The other 
four—Caraway, Borah, Robinson 
and Walsh of Montana—all voted 
to yield. 


Walsh, however, was careful to. 


explain that he had voted with the 
tinajority only after Caraway, BKo- 
rah and Robinson had refused to 
ask the Senate for an extension of 
authority empowering the commit- 
tee to inquire thoroughly into Can- 
non'’s political and financial cper- 
ations. Walsh took the position 


that unless a majority of the com-. 


mittee and the Senate were willing 
to make a clean job of the Cannon 
matier, it was better to drop it en- 
tirely. 

The little churchman’s sensation- 
al triumph over the Senate’s most 
famous inquisitorial body is doubt- 
ful only in one respect. Under the 
resolution finally adopted by the 
committtee, the record of his ap- 
pearance will be laid before the 
Senate. This will enable any Sen- 
ator to move that the committee be 
directed to demand again the an- 
swers which Cannon refused to 
give, or to move thas his name be 
certified to the District Attorney 
for prosecution under the contempt 
statute. 

Blaine suggested last night that 
he might move for the institution 
of contempt proceedings. Walsh 
believes the Senate should widen 
the committee’s powers, enabling It 
to continue the inquiry into Can- 
non’s activities, but is reluctant to 
offer the motion because, as the 
one Roman Catholic member of the 
committee, he fears such action on 
his part would give credence to the 
Bishop’s claim that he is the vic- 
tim of a “wet, Catholic persecu- 
tion.” 

Either proposal would encounter 
prolonged and bitter opposition in 
the Senate, and its chances of suc- 
cess would be very doubtful. In 
the first place, the majority report 
of the committee would weigh 
heavily against it. Im the second, 
the extreme’ dry and Anti-Catholic 
elements in the Senate, such as 
Heflin of Alabama and Robinson of 
Indiana, would offer violent oppo- 
sition, . possibly to the extent of 
conducting a filibuster. 

Heflin served notice yesterday 
that any such proposal could pass 
the Senate “only over my dead 
body.” 

The Cannon incident is expected 
virtually to conclude the lobby in- 
vestigation which has been in pro- 
gress many months. 


CHICAGO BREWERY RAIDED; 
REPORTED TO BE CAPONE’S 


CHICAGO, June 13. — Crashing 
through solid steel doors with the 
aid of sledges and crowbars, Fed- 
eral prohibition agents yesterday 
raided a brewery, which they said 
was owned by Capone interests. 

The agents found 50,000 galions 
of barreled beer, 75 half-barrels 
and in a huge fermenting plant 
150,000 gallons of beer in process 
of manufacture. 

Equipped with up-to-date elec- 
tric refrigeration and every facility 
of the old-time brewery, the plant, 
agents said, was capable of produc- 
ing beer as good as sa made 
before prohibition. 

Charles Wynert, who La he had 
gone to. the brewery as a repair 
man, was arrested. Books, records 
and checks were seized in the of- 
fice of the plant. 

The raid was conducted by Chief 
Alexander C. Jamie, 
led raids on the Cotton Club and 
the Montmarte, reputed properties 
of Capone interests.

URGES UPPER MISSOURI RIVER 
~ BE OPENED TO NAVIGATION 


Congressman Hopkins Says Step 
Would Increase Land Values 
-$25 an Acre. 

By the Associated Press. 7 

WASHINGTON, June 13.—As- 
serting that with cheap river 
transportation avaijlable to farm- 
ers and manufacturers of the Mis- 
souri valley,.the value of produc- 
tive land would be increased from 
$25 to $50 an acre, Representative 
Hopkins, Missouri, yesterday urged 
in the House of Representatives 
that the upper Missouri River be 
developed for navigation. 

“Practically none of the benefits 
of water transportation now being 
rapidly developed in the Mississip- 
pi valley, including the St, Law- 
rence and Great Lakes waterway,” 
he said, “will come to the people 
of the nine states in the Missouri 
valley unless the Missouri River is 
made navigable at least as far 
north as Sioux City.” 

The cost of developing the chan- 
nel from Kansas City to Sioux 
City, was estimated, he.said, at 
$46,000,000, of which $12,000,000 
already has been authorized.

The indictments charge Jamer- 
son “caused the building to be 
burned” and submitted a false 
proof of loss. 

Jamerson was loser March 29, 
1926, when a fire which damaged 
the Victor building, in which he 
was housed, also caused damage in 
his shop. 

Jamerson denied to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter that any of the 
charges in the indictments was 
well founded. He said he thought 
that the fire was caused by faulty 
wiring. The insurance was  in- 
creased late in December, he said, 
because of the receipt of a large 
quantity of musical instruments 
and expensive radios. , 

A new proof of loss to be sub- 
stituted for the one the insurance 
company declined to accept, was 
now being made, Jamerson said. |

Secretary Stimson in Radio 
Address Calls for Ratifica- 
tion Now — Objects to 
Delay Until Fall. 


FEARS DRAGGING IT 
INTO PARTY POLITICS 


Declares Conflict of Argu- 
ments Against It in Three 
Countries Indicates Its 


Fairness. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, June 13.—At- 


tacking “the narrowness and intol- 


don naval treaty, Secretary Stim- 
son in a radio address last night 
asked for prompt ratification by 
the Senate of the naval limitation 
agreement. The address was one 
in the national forum arranged by 
the Washington Star. 

“This conference was one of the 
great victories of peace,” Stimson 
said at the outset of his address 
after briefly reviewing the. steps 
leading up to the summoning of 
the parley. It is the culmination 
of a 10-year movement toward 
peace among the various naval 
Powers of the world and also a 
step in the vitalization of the Kei- 
logg-Briand pact. The nations of 
the world had been taking defi- 
nite practical steps towards a new 
regime of peace by the partial 
naval disarmament of the Wash- 
ington treaty. But the practical 
steps of disarmament were incom- 
plete and new suspicion and irri- 
tations were growing up in. conse- 
quence. The peace pact was thus 
far a mere paper promise. Its 
fate was trembling in the balance 

Source of Opposition. 

“rom this background the Gov- 
ernment of the United States under 
President Hoover and that of 
Great Britain under Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald started last year 
the movement to- change the old 
dangerous conditions.’ 

Remarking that the London 
treaty was awaiting final ratifica- 
tion in the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan, the secretary 
touched on the opposition to the 
pact in each country. 

“The source of this opposition 
end the arguments which are made 
against it give fresh evidence of its 


true value and of the real basis 
upon which it stands. In each 
country the opposition comes 
Inainly from some extremists 
among the professional warriors, 
while at the same time Mm _ each 


country civilian public opinion is 
giving it overwhelming support.” 
“Conflict of Argument.” 

The secretary next pointed to 
what he described as the conflict 
of arguments used by the oppon- 
ents of the pact in each country, 


Asserting that points cited by 
opponents in one country as giving 
that nation inferiority in compari- 
6’0n with another were likewise 


cited by opponents of the other 
country as giving their own coun- 
try inferiority. 

“Out of this clash of opinions.” 
he said, “it is clear that a treaty 
so evenly criticised on opposite 
erounds by extremists in all three 

untries,must come pretty near to 


the central line of fairness and jus- 
tice. In the case of this treaty the 
concessions are apparently 80 
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evenly distributed that exactly op-| 
POsite results are being claimed to | 
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Ow from the treaty in each of the 
three countrfes. All of these pre- 
Sicticns of evil cannot be true; 
Probably none of them is.” 

Assails Militaristic View. 

Directing his criticism of the ‘op- 
Ponents of the treaty, particularly 
acsainst officers of the Navy who 
appeared before Senate committees 
investigating the pact, Stimson 
Praised the attitude of Admiral 
Villlam V, Pratt, commander-in- 
Chief of the United States fleet and 
cnlef adviser to the Américan dele- 
Kation. Pratt supported the treaty 
in his testimony. 

“I am speaking of a tendency— 
the tendency of the ~ professional 
Military viewpoint,” he said, in re- 
ferring to the opposition by naval 
O'ficers to the treaty. “It is nar- 
row. It only covers a portion of 
the field which must be consid- 
«red in matters of national security 
end defense and its limitations and 
dangers have long been recognized 
by the American people. Certain- 
ly never was the necessity of 
breadth of view shown more clear- 
ly tham in the case of the present 
treaty, Certainly never were the 
dangers of a narrow militaristic 
Viewpoint .more clearly made 
manifest. Never was the nar- 
rowness and intolerence of militar- 
ism exhibited in a more striking 
light. Never was the wise fore- 
sicht of our forefathers which 
Placed the,decision of such matters 
in different hands more clearly vin- 
cicated,”

HE concluding statements of your 

editorial, “‘Protecting the Consumer,” 
if read in connection with the attitude of 
your correspondent, “Gemini,” on the 
same page, does not indicate that our 
non-paternalistic policy has achieved 
very happy results. 

Millions are idle but six hours’ work @ 
day would do them no good, is the sub- 
stance of Gemini's point. He fails also 
to envision the plan being tried out by 
those not hostile to it. 

I believe the British Parlisment is on 
the right track. Profiteering is undoubt- 
edly about the greatest single cause of 
the present difficulty. A better way 
would be for those employers and busi- 
ness men who desire to be fair to work 
out a formula of hours and wages based 
upon the facts, and through membership 
lists appeal to the public for support in 
carrying the plan out.

THE WICKERSHAM FARCE. 

If it is true, as announced from Washington this 
week, that Mr. Hoover’s Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion is not to go into the merits of prohibition but 
is to concern itself solely with enforcement, why does 
Mr. Wickersham, chairman of the commission, go 
over to Boston and compare, to the disparagement of 
our own, the American and English liquor policies? 
His utterances at Boston make his official position 
farcical. 

The 5000 social workers whom Mr. Wickersham ad- 
dressed last Monday night were astonished by the 
frankness with which he related how we have failed 
to make the people temperate and how the British 
have succeeded. While it was known that Mr. Wick- 
ersham dissents from the American plan and disbe- 
lieves that the people can by compulsion be made tem- 
perate, this is the first time he has said so since 
he became a member of the commission. So far from 
saying so in the year since the commission began its 
labors, he has joined with the other members in plans 
for modifying our jurisprudence to make way for pro- 
hibition enforcement, even unto invading the right 
of trial by jury. 
Yet in his Boston speech Mr. Wickersham was at 
great pains to show how much better they do this 
sort of thing in the British Isles. He submitted offi- 
cial testimony to show that the English system of pro- 
moting temperance by education and restriction of 
liquor sales is far more effective than the American 
method of absolute prohibition, with harsh penalties 
for violation. Mr. Wickersham declared it “per- 
fectly obvious” that from the enactment of the Vol- 
stead act to the present time reliance upon carry- 
ing out the purposes of the prohibition amendment 
was placed upon the power of the Government to 
compel obedience to the statute law by penalties. This 
method, he said; reached its peak in the Jones law, 
which makes almost every violation of the dry laws a 


. 


“the complainant has no adequate remedy at law,” 
and that “unlawful acts have been committed and 
will be continued unless restrained,” and that “sub- 
stantial injury to the complainant’s property will 
follow.” It would entitle a person accused of con- 
tempt to a jury trial except where the contempt was 
“committed in the presence of the Court or so near 
thereto as to interfere with the administration of 
justice.” 

The committee has now returned an adverse report 
on the bill by a vote of 10 to 7. It now appears that 
Congress will do nothing in this session to abate the 
evil of the injunction in labor disputes, a weapon 
not known in any other civilized country. Thus are 
the platforms of both the Republican and Democratic 
parties repudiated.

is all but abandoned. Washington believes that he 
will sign the bill with qualifications and then set 
about remedying its defects under the flexible clause. 

In our opinion it would have taken less courage 
to have vetoed the bill than it will take to remedy 
its defects. If the influences behind the bill were 
strong enough to weather the greatest storm any 
tariff measure ever created both in and out of the 
United States, they will be strong enough to keep Mr. 
Hoover from undoing their work under the flexible 
clause. It must be remembered that Mr. Coolidge 
had this same power to remedy the defects of the 
Fordney-McCumber tariff. In the case of sugar he 
refused to make effective a recommendation for a 
lawer rate made by the Tariff Commission, though 
the rate under the Fordney-McCumber law meant vir- 
tual ruin to the great sugar industry of Cuba and 
increased the cost of sugar to the people of the Unit- 
ed States by hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually. As a matter of fact, Mr. Coolidge exercised

potential felony, and he then added: 


It is interesting to contrast the history of this 
method with that of England during the same 
period. The testimony given during the last few 
months before the Royal Commission on Licens- 
ing (England and Wales) has brought forth 
much evidence showing a marked decrease in the 
amount of drunkennéss in England and Wales 
since the pre-war period. 

This is ascribed in part to the restriction of 
the hours of the day and in the evening during 
which liquor can be sold, the regulation of the 
quality of the liquor requiring a higher price, but 
mainly to the general process of education of the 
public into the evils of excessive drinking and 
the advantages of other forms of innocent amuse- 
ment. 

The chief metropolitan Magistrate, for example, 
testified to the steadily progressive decrease in 
drunkenness in London during the last 23 years, 
and said that he thought it was due to better ed- 
ucation; that the younger people amused them- 
selves in other and better directions; they get out 
of London, play more games and lead generally 
a healthier life. 

Other Magistrates testified to the same effect. 
One of them referred to the gradual spread of ed- 
ucation and the influence of social workers, po- 
lice court missions, probation officers and others 
in the district in which he had jurisdiction. 

He said the decline in drunkenness in his dis- 
trict had been so steady during the post-war 
years that he had suggested to the Chief Superin- 
tendent of Police that it was rather unkind to 
bring an offender into the Police Court; he ought 
to be taken to a museum. 

An assistant commissioner of the metropolitan 
police, testifying to the same general increase in 
temperate habits, ascribed them to the changing 
habits of the younger people; better amusements, 
better education and perhaps the increase in the 
price of liquor sold. He also referred to the 
great decrease in drunkenness among women and 
ascribed it in part to the fact that in the morn- 
ing and between 3 and 5 o’clock in the afternoon 
liquor could not be purchased. 

So marked is this increasing temperance in ° 
England and Wales tbat one witness testified 
that during the whole week of the National Eis- 
teddfod, when there was an average daily attend- 
ance of 15,000 to 20,000, not a single case of 
drunkenness or disorderly behavior was reported. 

The record in what used to be regarded as one 
of the most drunken communities in the world, 
that is, the Welsh mining regions, is quite 
extraordinary, but it is only part of the general 
trend of testimony to the increasingly temperate 
habits of English and Welsh communities; and 
all this evidence furnishes a very cogent sugges- 
tion to those charged with enforcement of the 
eighteenth amendment in the United States as 
to better methods of attaining the object of that 
amendment than those which for the last decade 
have been pursued. 


If all this is true, and the people of the United 
States know it is true, why do Mr. Wickersham and 
his confreres continue the solemn pantomime of. try- 
ing to make possible what is impossible? Why do 
they not frankly say it is impossible and lend their 
powerful influence to leading the country back to 
temperance? If they will do that, theirs will have 
been a useful and beneficent function in a very grave 


crisis. If they will not do it, they can only act an 
ignoble part. 


CONGRESS AND THE INJUNCTION. 

A Federal Judge in the District Court of the United 
States for the Northern District of Iowa issued an 
injunction on April 5, 1930, enjoining a group of la- 
borers from “printing, publishing, issuing, circulat- 
ing and distributing or otherwise communicating di- 
rectly or indirectly in writing or verbally to any per- 
son, association of persons or corporation any state- 
ment or notice of any kind or character whatsoever 
stating or representing that there is a strike at the 
plant or mill of complainant * * * or that there 
is a controversy over wages or conditions of em- 
ployment * * * or that complainant is unfair to 
organized labor.” 

Tke Court thus forbade these workers to write or 
to whisper even to their mothers or their wives that 
they did not like their work, that they were dissat- 
isfied, that they were going tu quit. For this offense 
they might be imprisoned for contempt of court, with- 
out the protection of trial by jury. 

The Senate debates on the nomination of Judge 
John J. Parker to the Supreme Court clearly raised the 
issue of such abuse of the power of injunction in la- 
bor disputes. In fact, Judge Parker’s decision in the 
Red Jacket case was one-of the principal reasons for 
his rejection. It was argued, however. by Senator 
Fess and others that the proper remedy for the evil 
lay in legislation restricting the use of injunctions 
and not in the rejection of a nomination to the bench. 
A bill which would accomplish this purpose has 


slumbered for two years in the Senate Committee on 


Judiciary. This measure would prevent Federal courts 
from issuing injunctions against union membership, 
boycotts, strikes, strike benefits, picketing and pub- 
lic assemblage. It permits the issuance of injune- 
tions only after the testimony of witnesses has been

But it goes to show what fanaticism can do to a sup- 
posedly first-class mind. Here is a distinguished 
member of Yale University’s faculty whose intellect 
and common sense desert him when the subject of 
prohibition is under discussion. Here is a man of 
learning who can see nothing in the opposition to 
prohibition except avarice and appetite. Here is a 
gentleman and scholar who pretty well ceases to be 
either when his particular mania is challenged. It 
is a disturbing and distressing spectacle. 
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It is true that Schmeling has the heavyweight 
championship of the world, but it does not schmell 
as sweet as it might. 
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MacNIDER’S NOMINATION. 

Hanford MacNider’s nomination as Minister to Can- 
ada has been reported by the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee without recommendation, because of objection ‘ 
by Senator Brookhart that the nominee is “person- 
ally offensive” to him. The Senate as a whole must 
now pass upon the point. If thaf body observes 
the tradition of “senatorial courtesy” the nomination 
will be rejected. 

But an older and better tradition may, it seems 
to us, be invoked—that of fair play. The American 
people know Mr. MacNider as a good soldier in the 
World War; as Commander of the American Legion; 
as a banker who earnestly sypported the soldiers’ 
bonus when the Solons of finance were condemning 
it as fatal; as a political enemy of Mr. Brookhart. 
What Mr. MacNider’s qualifications are for a di- 
plomatic post we cannot positively assert. The pre- 
sumption of fitness is, we think, a fair one. In’‘any 
event his political differences with Mr. Brookhart 
should not, we submit, disqualify him. Indeed, it 
seems to us that a Senator who would-opppse a nom- 
ination solely on such ground has invalidated his 
objection. It isn’t sportsmanship, it’ isn’t square 
shooting, it isn’t cricket. Such terms, we fear, are 
not in the vocabulary of Mr. Brookhart. They ought 
to be present and functioning in the consciousness 
of the United States Senate. .

What’s Wrong With Marriage? 


Divorce is not the disease, but the symptom; prevalence no evil in itself, but shows 
something is wrong with marriage; flippancy with which public views matri- 
mony is root of mischief; idea of permanence too often lacking; forbidding divorce 
for three years after wedding suggested, with two years of celibacy following. 


E have our wires crossed when we say 
that we are confronted with a divorce 
peril. Divorce may be a pockmark 
but it is not smallpox. The stability of 
our family life is in danger. The American 
sociologist knows that there is a marriage 
question. This problem is the smallpox 
which preys upon our body politic. The 
ravages of the disease will continue until 
we make up Our minds to look the facts in 
the face. 

Divorce is not the primary cause of the 
disintegration of our homes. It is not even, 
strictly speaking, the proximate source of 
the trouble. It is, itself, but a consequence, 
a sequel, a corollary. The root of the mis- 
chief lies in the flippancy with which 
American public opinion views marriage. 
The marital knot is taken to be a slip- 
knot, not a Gordian knot. The whole thing 
is looked upon as a lark, not as a solemn 
contract. 

In decrying this state of mind I am not 
insisting to those who are not children of 
the church, that marriage should be en- 
visioned as a sacrament. I am not here 
writing a theological thesis or reckoning 
with the supernatural. I am approaching 
the problem solely from the point of view 
of a reasonable citizen.

I suggest as a means of dissipating it that 
it be illegal for a plaintiff to apply for 
divorce until three years snall have elapsed 
since the date of marriage. I am _ told, 
nevertheless, that statistics show that in the 
majority of cases actions are brought after 
the expifation of this three-year period. I 
have not checked up these figures. And I 
shall not do so.

My point is that a three-year term of in- 
dissolubility will tend to arrest inconsider- 
ate marriages.

But the efforts of those who go up against 
this absolute barrier will be such a lesson 
to others that the misfortune of the few 
will bé apt to benefit the many. 

Divorces are often born of affinities, Here 
again I would apply an invariable rule. I 
would have it ordained that no divorced 
man or woman should be permitted to con- 
tract another valid marriage until two years 
had elapsed since the decree of divorce 
had become final. This would tend to re- 
duce the temptation of men and women to 
seek for faults in their spouses. 

I would further decree that no man or 
woman could be authorized to enter into 
another legal union as long as he or she 
had three or more living divorced con- 
sorts. Such a provision would, perhaps, 
in cértain cases, work hardships. But it is 
the multi-mafried man and woman who 230 
insoléntly assails the dignity of matrimony. 
Such “typhoid Marys,” even if innocent 
should be put into quarantine. NS

I do not cffer these suggestions as a 
panacea. There is, in their essence, nothing 
very radicai about what I outline. My pro- 
porsals will not do away with divorce; only 
sincere Christian living will do that. It 
is too late, however, in a cosmopolitan 
country like ours where so many races and 
religions abound, for a practical l¢gislator 
to attempt to make the American marriage 
indissoluble. The country may return to 
fundamental Christianity, but the law can- 
not anticipate the date. 

Yet marriage should at least be made 
stable. It should not be something precari- 
ous, transitory and probationary. We say 
that we are a monogamous nation. We are 
not. We havp merely substituted continu- 
ous polygamy for contemporaneous polyg- 
amy. We have done this because we have 
demonetized marriage. . :

If he quarreled with 
Theresa Blount, at least “none of 
his biographers has _ discovered 
the true reason for it;” yet four 
pages later our pity is coaxed, for 
“the friendship lay dead, killed by 
some act of her.”’ 

We are told that “The Dunciad” 
is “one of the greatest poems in 
our language’ and Pope “one of 
the greatest poets England has 
produced;” but no explanation of 
this opinion is given, and repeti- 
ion of the generalization is, as al- 
ways, unconvincing. 

A more indulgent view might 
be taken of Miss Sitwell’s over- 
lavish display of pity for the 
hunchback poet and her resultant 
scolding-fishwife attitude towards 
Pope’s contemporaries and towards 
all of his critics—past, present and 
future—if she did not condone even 
certain phases of his poetry on 
the score of his physicial limita- 
tions; and if such confusion of hu- 
man pity and literary appraisal 
were not used occasionally today 
in the marketing of literary works. 
Pain and suffering evoke the pro- 
found sympathy of every normal 
person; bit every sane person must 
realize, too, that a literary effort 
must be judged per se. 

The reader, however, may well 
overlook Miss Sitwell’s hysterical 
defense of Pope, the man, because 
she has given us, on the whole, a 
sensitive and understanding treat- 
ment of the most. distinguislfed 
phase of his poetry. Just s0 is it 
possible to overlook the careless- 
ness of her style through gratitude 
for its spontaneity. When Miss 
Sitwell writes as one craftsman of 
another, she is at her best. and it 
is because of the originality and 
insight she displays in this field 
that “Alexander Pope’”’ is an inter- 
esting and valuable book.—Fannie

TOAD LAW STUDY 


U. of Michigan Chief Benefi- 
ciary in Will of New 
York Attorney. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, June i3.—By the 
will of W. W. Cook, New York at- 
torney, the residue of his estate, 
estimated at $12,000,000, was. left 
to the Law School of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. 

The Law School, of which Cook 
was a graduate, will receive all of 
the estate left after the bestowal 
of $707,500 in specific cash be- 
quests, provided for in the testa- 
ment. The executors, John T. 
Creighton, declined to estimate the 
amount of the residue. 

The will provides that the money 
may be used by the Law School at 
Ann Arbor, Mich., for two groups 
of purposes: 

“Ts build a legal research build- 
ing; to build additional dormitories 
for students; to build a classroom 
and administration building on the 
southwest corner of the law quad- 
rangle at Ann Arbor; to build such 
other dormitories and buildings as 
the regents of the university and 
the trustees of the tund may deem 
advisable. 

Would Improve Procedure. 
2.—To establish and maintain in 
the University of Michigan one or 
more departments for one or more 
of the following purposes: 

To formulate and _ state all 
branches of the law in a form in- 
telligible to students, lawyers and 
laymen; to study and advocate 
orally and by publication, improve- 
ment in criminal and civil proced- 
ure; to pay salaries of research 
professors and assistants; to pay 
expenses of such a reearch depart- 
ment; to publish such books for the 
law library as the university prob- 
ably would not publish; to publish 
and sell at cost, Mr. Cook’s own 
book on “American Institutions and 
Their Preservation”; to pay emi- 
nent jurists and lawyers for deliv- 
ering lectures at Ann Arbor; to in- 
crease salaries of professors in the 
law department generally so as to 
retain and obtain the highest class 
of professors; to establish new pro- 
fessorships and _ scholarhips; to 
establish a professorship or annual 
lecturer on American institutions 
and their preservation; to assist 
the American Law Institute so far 
as its work 1s done at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, and to aid the law 
school in any other way regents 
and trustees may deem necessary. 

$100,000 to Hospital. 

His 97-acre estate in Rye, West- 
chester County, Cook willed to the 
Presbyterian Hospital, to be used 
for hospital purposes. He estab- 
lished a $100,000 trust fund for its 
maintenance. 

To relatives and employes he left 
the following property and monies: 

Frank M. Cook, a_ brother of 
Hillsdale, Mich, 153 shares of stock 
in the Hillsdale Savings Bank, a 
$100,000 life trust fund and a half 
interest in the remaining parts of 
their parents’ estate, which had 
been left to him; the other half to 
go to his sister, Sarah Belle Frank- 
hauser of Chicago. She also re- 
ceives a $100,000 life trust, the 
fund at her death to be divided be- 
tween her two daughters, Margaret 
and Katherine. 

To his nephews, John P. Cook of 
Hillsdale, Mich., and Chauncey F. 
Cook of Washington, $50,000 each; 
to his sister, Martha A. Keating of 
Muskegon, Mich., $25,000; to the 
three children of his late brother, 
Charles, $10,000 each; to the three 
children of his late brother, Daniel, 
$10,000 each; to his secretary, 
Emma Laubenheime, a life trust of 
$35,000, and to another secretary, 
Edith M. Trotter, a life trust of 
$30,000. 

Names Physician and Ex-Nurse. 

To his physician, Dr. Edward P.

In the provision of his will be- 
queathing his residuary estate to 
the Law School of the University 
of Michigan, Cook said:

Before his death, Cook had made

The will was dated Aug. 8, 1929. 
Cook died June 4, last.

Increasing Variety of Fresh 
Fruits and Vegetables Make

A smoked beef tongue is fine for 
occasional use to give variety to 
the meat supply. Choose one 
weighing about four pounds and 
soak it overnight in cold water to 
thoroughly cover. When ready to 
cook, covet with fresh cold water, 
add a carrot, a small onion, two 
or three whole cloves and a 
small piece of bayleaf. Heat rap- 
idly to the boiling point and then 
boil very slowly for two hours, or 
until the bones in the end of the 
tongue loosen enough to pull out 
readily. | 

When done, remove the tongue

Mix these with one and 
one-fourth cups sugar, the grated 
rind of half a lemon or orange and / 
two tablespoons lemon or orange 
juice. 

Put a layer of the breadcrumbs 
in a baking dish, then add half of 
the rhubarb, another layer of 
crumbs, the rest of the rhubarb 
and the rest of the crumbs. Cover 
and bake in a hot oven for 20 min- 
utes, uncover and bake 10 minutes 
longer. 

Serve warm with hard sauce fla- 
vored with a little cinnamon and 
grated orange rind. 

Pineapple Ice. 

Mix one cup sugar with two cups 
water and boil for five minutes. 
Soak two teaspoons gelatine in one- 
fourth cup cold water for five min- 
utes and then stir into the hot sug- 
ar mixture and continue stirring 
until the gelatine is dissolved. Cool, 
add two tablespoons lemon juice 
and two cups crushed pineapple. 

Freeze the mixture until mushy, 
then stir in the. stiffly beaten 
whites of two eggs and freeze until 
firm enough to serve. This makes 
one quart. 

Strawberry ice may be made by 
substituting two cups mashed, ripe, 
fresh strawberries for the pineap- 
ple. Sweeten the berries with one- 
half cup powdered sugar when they 
are mashed and let them stang at 
least one-half hour before freezing. 

Cocoanut Cookies. 

Cream together one-third cup 
shortening and one cup sugar.

Wipe the meat with a cloth| 
wrung out of cold water.

Place the meat in the} 


skin or fat side on the outside to- 
ward the front. 

Place the broiling pan as near 
the heat as possible without com- 
ing in actual contact with the 
flame. Broil the meat two min- 
utes on one side, then turn and 
broil for two minutes on the other 
side; repeat this until the steak is 
done. 

From 10 to 15 minutes is suffi- 
cient time for a rare steak one and 
one-half inches thick. Cook lorger 
if steak must be well done. 

The same cuts of meat are suit- 
able for pan broiling that are used 
for broiling. Heat a frying pan of 
heavy weight materiai till very hot. 
Place the steak in the hot frying 
pan without any added fat. Sear 
quickly on one side while counting 
10, turn quickly and sear on the 
other side. 


Repeat, then lower the heat 
slightly and continue the broilins 
and turning until meat is done. 
Continually pour off the melted fat 
that may coilect in the pan, as this 
tends to dry up the juices and make 
the meat tough.

There are two varieties of short- 
cake, though real strawberry lovers 
say there is only one—and that the 
old-fashioned kind that is made 
with ‘biscuit dough and_ served 
warm with cream, 

The other is really a cake, as it 
uses a sponge or layer cake batter 
for layers.and puts them together 
with berries and cream. Take the 
old-fashioned kind first, for it is, 
after all, a regular shortcake mix- 
tures. It may be made in one large 
cake, although it is more attrac- 
tive when baked in the shape of 
large biscuits, one for each portion. 

For four people take one quart 
of ripe berries, one-half cup pow- 
dered sugar, two cups flour, one- 
quarter cup granulated sugar, four 
teaspoons making powder, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-half cup short- 
ening, one egg, one-half cup milk 
or less, and a tiny bit of grated 
nutmeg—considerably. less than 
one-quarter teaspoon, 

Wash the berries first, putting 
them in the colander and running 
cold water over them to remove 
all traces of sand. Drain and then 
remove the hulls, Save out a dozen 
or so of the largest berries to gar- 
nish the top of the shortcakes, put 


a fork until the berries are all 
broken. Sprinkle with the pow- 
dered sugar and set aside until la- 
ter on. The sugar will draw the 
juice out of the berries and give the 
shortcake a better flavor. 
Now light the oven so that it 
will be hot when you have the 
shortcakes ready to bake.

values that make it justly popular. 
It is, however, only of recent 


years that this last characteristic 
—that is, food value—has entered 
much into the eating of fruit. Fruit 
used to be thought a pleasant and 
tempting luxury, but by no means 
a necessary food. 

The modern methods of trans- 
portation and storage of fruits have 
perhaps had something to do witb 
empHasizing their importance as a 
|food. Certainly in the old days 
fruit Was a luxury except at brief 
seasons of the year. Now in most 
sections of the country some fresh 
fruit, and many varieties of canned, 
are available all year round. It 
must be ‘remembered that the 
canned is, in some instances, high- 
er in nutritive value than the 
fresh. 

But to get back to the question 
of food values, when science began 
to delve into the study of foods, 
the real value of fruits began to 
be apparent, and now we know 
that no dietary can be well bal- 
anced that does not include its 
share of fruit. 

Summer is the season when most 
fruits are at their best, or perhaps 
it is better to say when a greater 
variety of fresh fruits are at their 
best, for it is certainly the time, 
in this part of the world, we have 
the widest vareity to choose from. 
Because of the plentiful supply, it 
is also the season of lowest costs, 
and therefore the time when fresh 
fruit can best be used ahundantly. 

There are many reasons for the 
important place that fruit holds in 
the well balanced diet. 

First there is its high mineral 
content. These mineral elements 
are essential to build bone and 
tooth structure, to make rich 
blood, and to build nerve and body 
tissue. They also aid in regulat- 
ing and stimulating the functions 
of the body and are useful in pre- 
venting constipation. Fruit is one 
of the best sources of minerals. 
.Pineapple, oranges and figs, for 
example, contain considerable 
calcium; strawberries, huckleber- 
ries, pineapple and raspberries, as 
well as the dried  fruits—figs, 
prunes, dates and raisins—are ex- 
cellent sources of food iron. 

Of equal importance with the 
minerals is the vitamin content of 
fruits. As most persons know, vi- 
tamins are those essential food ele- 
ments that promote growth and 
protect against certain diseases. 
Practically all fruits contain them 
in large quantities. 


Oranges, lemons, pineapple, rasp- 
berries, grapefruit, strawberries, 
bananas, peaches, apples, etc., con- 
tain relatively large amounts of 
those particular vitamins that help 
to prevent rickets and scurvy, that 
help to build up resistance to in- 
fections, that prevent loss of weight 
and that promote development. 
Very recently the importance of the 


aid to the development of good 
teeth has aroused considerable in- 
terest and work is being carried on 
to determine further results. B
